Injuries to the mouth are com- 
mon in contact sports like soccer; 
in fact, at one time half of all foot- 
ball. injuries inyolyed damage to 
ihe mouth area, Teeth may be 
eracked, chipped, or knocked: out, 
and the lips, tongue and gums cut 
by the impact of the teeth during 
a fall or blow to the mouth area. 

For this reason, it’s a good idea 
to have your child wear a mouth- 
guard when participating in con- 
tact sports or other activities such 
ag. skateboarding,  rollerskating, 
and field hockey. In many sports, 
mouthguards have become requir- 
ed equipment and. have drama- 
tically yeduced mouth injuries: 
Your dentist can make a mouth- 
guard for your child to provide op- 
‘timom protection. 

Jf an injury does occur, even if 
it doesn’t appear. serious, you . 
should consult your dentist. He - 
‘can determine how extensive ‘the 
damage was to the surrounding tis- 
sue and tooth root and recommend 
treatment, Cracked or chipped

been knocked out, your dentist’

SERIES: A PECULIAR PEOPLE 

The first in the film series ‘The 
Christians” sponsored by the Uni- 
versity of Maine at Farmington 
Public Service Division, the Maine 
Council for the Humanities and the 
Film Services Division of the 
Maine State Library in coopera- 
tion with the Bethel Historical So- 
ciety will be held on Wednesday,

The film entitled “A Peculiar 
People’ examines the first . 300 
years of Christianity, the period 
of its growth from a radical cult 
to the institutionalized religion of 
Constantine’s empire, 

The discovery in 1947 of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls has. given his- 
torians. some revealing insights in- 
to the religious climate of the 
times and into the contract be- 
tween Christianity and the tradi- 
tional. religion of the Jews, These 
scrolls bear the writings of a 
group of Jewish Monks, the Es- 
senes, who were waiting for the 
arrival of the Messiah, To them, 
as to ail Jews, ‘God was a dis- 
tant, intangible figure who reveal- 
ed himself only to the prophets. 

To the Christians, God revealed

The elimination of intenscholas- 
tic football would result in a sav- 
ings of $5,500 or 10% of the total 
student acitvities accousit, which 
complies with the Finance Com- 
mittee’s recommended reduction. 
After carefol review with the Tel- 
star Principal and Athletic Direc- 
tor, it is evident that the only way 
bo meet the request to reduce the 
student activities account by $5,500 
is to eliminate the football pro- 
gram, By deferring some punchas- 
es in athletic equipment, it might 
be possible to reduce - ‘the student 
activities account by nearly $4,000 
However, such a deferral would 
only forestall a budgetary increase 
in this account, The elimination of 
football would result in the great- 
est long-run savings to the Dis- 
trict, and would meet the 10% 
reduction recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee.
